&t HE Gentleman undertaketh to prove, That the 
Proteſtants have calumniated his Church in 
this point, And that therefore they are a 

company of * Cheats, Calumniators, and falſe- 
y Teachers, and conſequently not the Church of 
Chriſt. Before he hath done, he will put Re- 
bellion and Villany to their charge. This is 
the civility of a Party ſubſiſting in England by 
the forbearance of thoſe whom they thus inſult upon. 

We ſhall find him as ſhort in his Intelleual performances, is in his 
Moral duties. Hepromiſeth to prove, That zt 5s good and lawful to pray 
ro Saints reigning in Heaven with Chriſt, And that, by authority of Ho- 
ly Scriptures, Councils, and the moſt ancient and learned Fathers. 

His firſt erroneous dealing,is the wrong-ſtating of the Queſtion be- 
tween our Church and the Romar., We acknowledg the interceſſion 
of Saints to God for us. We acknowledg allo, that if there were any

But it 15 no new cuſtom 
with Romiſh diſputants to clip the words, and the ſenſe of the Scrip- 
ture, and of the Fathers, to make them ſpeak their ſenſe, 
This Angel is the ſame whois called by Malesht the Angel or the 
Me ſſenger of the Covenant, whom all Interpreters take to be the Lord 
Teſus Chriſt.

in eundeme A \upgrlative pride, very far from that good mans holy ſimplicity, 
The drift of the whole Chapter ſheweth, that Facob would be named, 
not the grandfather, but the father of Ephraim and /1anaſſeh, as 
himſelf was named the fon of Tſaac, and Iſaac of Abraham. Had 
N. N. had a deſign to make the Reader merry by laughing at him,

A good proef (laith he } that it 5s Gods F 
will and pleaſure;that we ſhould apply eur ſetves to bis Saints to obtain fa- 
vour for us, Yea, but the difference between the Romaniſts and us, 
and the queſtion ſtated by N.N. is about praying to Saints reigning 
with Chriſt in Heaven ;, which without an elpecial warrant from God 
we may not, we dare not attempt. And herein we are confirmed b 
N. N's verdi&t, worthy to be remembred, We do not think, ( ſaith 
he) that we are commanded to pray to Saints, 

A great Romaniſt ſaith no leſs, even Cardinal Perron, who in his p. 98, 
book againſt the moſt Excellent King Zames, acknowledgeth, that 
for the Invocation of Saints there is neither precept nor formal example in 
Holy Scripture. We ſhall hear Cardinal Bellarmn ſaying as much be- 
fore we have done. - Isit ſo? Why then are we defamed as Hereticks, 
and burnt by the Inquiſition for refuſing that Invocation for which 
there is neither precept nor formal example in Scripture ? 

Take with theſe, Father Cottoxs perplexity about that point, and 
withal a remarkablepaſſage of that mans life, who was a famous Fe- 
ſuite, Confeſſor to Henry the IV of France. There was a Demoni- 
ack. woman in Paris, admired for ſooth-ſaying, and ſolving hard que- 
ſtions; with her Father Cotton would converſe under pretence of ex- 
orcizing the evil Spirit. To that evil Spirit he had formed queſtions, 
which being written in a ſingle paper, he layd in a book which he had 
borrowed of Monſteur Z* Abbe, Councellor in the Court of Parlia- 
ment of Paris. Tt happened that when he returned that book to the 
owner, he forgot to take out of it his paper of queſtions. Monſieur 
L? Abbe, having a little turned over his book, found that criminous pa- 
per, and out of indignation publiſh'd it in print. Among many queſti- 
ons about State-matters ( one of which was about the life of the 
King his Maſter), there were Theological queſtions, This among the 
reſt, to find a Text of Scripture for the Invocation of Saints: A 
' fit task for the Devil, after all the labour-in-vain of School-men a- 
bout it, 

So much being granted by N. NN. and his whole party, that there 
is no command of God to pray to Snts , Let them take for them- 
ſelves Chriſts rebuke to the Phariſees ; In vain do they worſhip me, yark, 7. 
reaching for Dottrines the commandments of men. For laying aſide the y, g, 
commandments of God, you hold the tradition of men. And what are 
the devotions of the Rofary to the Holy Virgin, ſtyled the Mother 
of Grace, confirmed by ſo many Indulgences, but meer command- 
ments of men, without the leaft ground of Gods commandments and 
promiles ? 

So becauſe God hath not commanded Invocation of Saints, and 
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much {eſs promis'd any' reward for it; ſome men judging it neyer- 
theleſs to be wanting in the Church, have commanded it. That of 
the H. ly Virgin eſpecially,to whom the Roman Church giveth ten 
Aves for one Pater to God. Her they have created Queen of Heaven 
and of all the world, and leaving unto God the Throne of Juſtice, 
they have beſtowed upon her the Throne of Grace, to which finners ' 
may appeal from the fentence of the Throne of Juſtice, Whence theſe 
two effe&s naturally follow, The one that the Creature is exalted a- 
bove the-Creator in the opinion of the people, for all appeals are 
made from an inferiour Court to a ſuperiour. The other, that there- 
by men are eſtranged from God ; for ſinners that are of their Com- 
munion, needing Grace, will be {ure to go to the Throne of Grace, 
that of the Virgin, and to let God alone in his Throne of Juſtice. 

Theſe are no fitions of ours; the famous Doors of the Roman 
Church, and direRors of Conſciences,are full of theſe. Thele are the

This I recommend to the ſober conſideration of N, N, who ſtands 
ſo Riff upon the authority of the Roman Church as the pillar and 
ground of Truth, the infallible interpreter of Scripture, and the on- 
ly diretor of Religion and Conſcience, If he have any ingenuity he 
will acknowledg by the alledged paſſages,that when the Governours 
of the Church once preſume to go beyond Gods Ordinance, their 
will-worſhip knoweth no bounds, and will extravagate even into blal: 
phemy and non-ſenſe. 

N. N. is-very copious in proving that the Saints pray for us, which 
he needs not. We make no doubt but that the Saints in Heaven are 
ſenſible of the ſufferings of the Church on Earth, and pray to God 
to hear their cries, and ſhorten their combats. We are willing to 


take in that {enſe,thoſe golden wials full of odors, which are the prayers Rey. 5. 8, 


of the Saints. But that they have a particular knowledg of the {eve- 
ral addreſſes mace unto them by men on earth : Or that they have a 
commiſſion from God to be Maſters of Requeſts in the Court of Hea- 
ven, or that we ought to preſent our requelts unto God by them, it 
is that which never was, and never ſhall be proved, 

To prove that they hear our prayers, NN, alledgeth,that chere ts joy 
in heaven among the Angels of God for the converſion of one ſinner ; 
whence he inferreth,that the Angels know mens hearts, and why.not 
the Saints? But were all this granted, it would not follow that we 
muſt pray to them. Truly neither the Angels nor the Saints know 
mens hearts, the Angels cannot know them otherwiſe than by their 
lives and behaviour. But there is a particular reafon of the Angels re- 
joycing at the converſion of ſinners : The Angels are employed about 
Gods lervice on earth, and no doubt but that a great part of that 
ſervice is to labour for the converſion of ſinners: No wonder if they 
rejoice when they have good ſucceſs in that holy labour, They con- 
yerſing both in Heaven and on Earth can give, and do give an ac- 
count in Heaven of the converſion of ſinners on Earth, and thereby 
cauſe joy in Heaven both among the Angels and the Saints. But we 
read in no-place. of Holy Writ, that ever any Saint was ſent for that 
or any other errand from Heaven to Earth. Rather we are taught, 
that the dead know nothing, and have no portion-in the things that are 
done under the Sun. God may reveal to them what he pleaſeth, not 
_ we. are pleaſed. to imagin without a good warrant from 

im. 

N. N. alledgeth Chriſts command, that-we make to our ſelves 
Friends that may receive us into the eternal Tabernacles. 1 know no 
friends that can receive us into the eternal Tabernacles, but the three 
Perſons, and one God : And the way to make them our friends, inti- 
mated in that Text, is to give alms out of our Mammon. But. what 
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is that to our praying to Saints? N, N. might as pertinently have 
brought in the head of Holofernes, to prove the lawtulneſs of the In- 
vocation of Saints, as that Text. | 

He citeth Saint Peters promiſe to pray for the Church after his de- 
ceaſe. But Saint Peter (aith no ſuch thing : And though he did, it 
is nothing to us who deny not that the Saints pray for us : But that 
therefore we muſt pray to them, it is a wrong conſequence. And 
though we are willing to acknowledg that they pray for us, we dare 
not call them our Meditators, as N.N. doth; which is a blaſphe- 
my, and giving the lye to the Holy-Ghoſt: who teacheth us char 
there is one Mediator between God and man, the man Chriſt Feſw. And 
mark that which followeth, Who gave himſelf a ranſom for w. The 
Apoſtle will not have us to acknowledg any perſon to be our Media- 
tor, but that one perſon who gave himſelf a ranſom for us, and there- 
by giveth vertue to his mediation. But it is the Genius of Popery to 
transfer the honour due to God, unto the Creature. 

N. N. hath undertaken to prove that it is lawful and good to pray to 
Saints, and that by authority of Holy Scriptures, Conncels, and the moſt 
encient learned Fatbers. A gallant flanting — How he 
hath proved it by Scripture, we have ſeen. Enough he hath done to 
betray his Cauſe, and ſhew that there is not one tittle for it in all the 
Word of God. Which ſpeak not for his diſparagement, but that of 
his Cauſe. For all that could be deviſed out of Scripture he hath 
brought in. 

I cannot ſay for him, that he hath uſed the like diligenge about 
Councils and Fathers. Out of Councils he doth not bring the leaſt 
proof: He is pleaſed only to ſay, That the Councils of Epheſ and 
Chalcedon prayed to Saints: fo I need only to ſay that they did not; till 
he make them ſpeak for themſelves. 

As for the moſt ancient and learned Fathers, he alledgeth Saint Au- 
ſtin, who delerveth a better praife, than to be the moſt ancient and 
learned Father, He makes him ſay, That if the ſhadow of Saint Pe- 
ter in hi; life-time did cure diſeaſes, he will do much more now that he ts 
im the fulneſs of power. He quoteth not the place, yet I durſt paſs 
my word for Saint Auſtin, that he never afcribed fulneſs of power to 
Saint Petey. But the Romaniſts,who derive the Popes Power from Saint 
Peter, "wall be ſure to aſcribe to that Apoſtle as much fulneſs of power 
as they can, that from Saint Peter it may paſs to the Pope. Be the 


. Paffage of Saint «Auſtin true or falſe, it is nothing to us, for it 


toucheth not the point in queſtion, which is, the lawfulneſs of pray- 


ing. to Saints. 
Very boldly, and very untruly NV. N. zffirmeth, that there is wore 


of the ancient Fathers, but ſhewed and prattifed prayers to the _— 
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Eet himin 375 years of the firſt Chriſtian Antiquity find, if he can, 
any one inſtance of that pratice, The firſt that began it was Grego- 
ry Nazianzen, who in his eloquent Orations, hath rhetorical ad- 
dreſſes to his deceaſed friends z yet modified with doubtful. reſervati- 
ons, In his funeral Oration for his fiſter Gorgonia, he {peaks thus: to 
her ſoul, If thou haſt any reſpett of the honour we ds thee, and if that 
reward be given to holy ſouls to have a reſenting of theſe things, receive 
this ſpeech of mine; ſhewing himſelf doubttul whether his deceaſed 
ſiſter heard him. The like doubting expreſſion he uſeth in his Oration 
againſt Falian the Apoſtate, Hear thox excellent ſoul of Conſtantine, 
f thou have any feeling left. Thele were the infant-trembling begin- 
nings of the Invocation of Saints. 

N. N. would have us to believe upon his honeſt word, that ſeve- 
ral Fathers whom he nameth, taught the Invocation of Saints. But Euſebius: 
to make us believe that they taught ſo, their own words would have Greg. 
been to better purpoſe than his. Nar. 

Having done nothing to the purpoſe, yet he makes a high boaſt of —_ 
his atchievements: F have (faith he.) proved the lawfulneſs of praying py Ber 
to Saints, by the teſtimony of the moſt learned and ancient Fathers and = a; 
Dottors of the Church, and by the authority of General Councils. Have c hryſoft. 
= done ſo, Sir? Not in any paper of yours that came to my hands. 

fnaming only Fathers and Councils be proving by them,in his Logick, 
I am ſure it is not in that of the Schools, nor in common ſenile, nor 
in honeſty. Let any ingenious perſon peruſe his paper, and judg whe- 
ther he hath given the leaſt ground for that boaſting. 

With the like oftentation, without any proof, he ſets forth the con- 
ſtant cuſtom of the whole Church to pray to the Saints, from the time of 
the Apoſtles ;, and he hath never done inſiſting upon that. But we muſt 
believe him upon his bare word. 

We build not our faith upon humane teſtimonies : Yet to ſhew the 
vanity of that boaſt, I will bring ſome teſtimonies of the beſt and firſt 
Antiquity. | 

In the fourth book of the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of Bu/ebins, we 
have the relation of the Martyrdom of Belicarp, Biſhop of Smyrna, 
a Diſciple of Saint Fohu, - 

That holy Martyr being dead, ſome by the ſuggeſtion of the Fews, 
defired theGovernour of S»yr»athat his body ſhould not be delivered 
to the Chriſtians, leſt they ſhould worſhip him. The Chriſtians of 
Smyrna, ( who have recorded this Hiſtory), thereupon ſpake thus for 
themſelves, They know not that we cannot leave Chriſt, who hath ſuffer- 
ed for the ſalvation of all them that are ſaved in the world, nor ſerve 
any other but hima For as = Feſus (lhriſt, who is the Son of God, we 
wor ſhip him. But as for the Martyrs, we love them worthily, as m_ 
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ples and imitators of the Lord, This is a precious jewel of, the pureſt 
Antiquity. A relick which deſerveth more veneration than all the re- 
licks idolized in the Roman Church. 
Ignatius who lived in the year of Chriſt 140, in his Epiſtle to the 
Philadelphians, ſpeaks thus to the Virgins, Tow Virgins, have Feſus 
riſt alone before your eyes, and the Father in your prayers. 


Stromat. Clemens cAlexandrinus, alittle later than Jgnatizs, reaſoneth thus, 
Lib. 7: There being but one truly good, which is God both we and the Angels pray 
to him alone. 


Irenzus who lived about the year of Chriſt 220, ſpeaks thus : 
Lib, 2- The (hurch doth nothing by the invocation of Angels, but purely and 
ſimply adareſſeth her prayers unto God, and calls upon the name of 
the Lord Feſus. | 
The Council of Laodicea pronounceth Anathema to thoſe that 
Can. 35, called upon Angels, and declareth them idolaters. In thoſe days, in 
the year of Chriſt 368, the invocation of Saints was not yet in faſhi- 
on, but that of the Angels was, and had begun even in the Apdſlles 
Col. 2.19, time : Thus reproved by Saint Paul, Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility, and wor ſhipping of eAngels, intru- 
ding into thoſe things which he hath not ſeen, vainly puffed up by a fleſhly 
mind, / 4 
Contra Origines, We muſt pray to God alone, who ts above all things, We 
Cel/lib.8. -mmuſt pray alſo to his only Son. 
Lib. 2. 1«- LanRantius: Let ws worſhip none, and ſerve none but only the God- 
ſtir. divin, head of our Maker and Father. 
cap. 179, Saint eAmbroſe, or wholoever is the Author of the Commentary 
upon the Epiſtle to the Romans put among Ambroſes works, dilpu- 
ting againſt the Pagans , who by the Stars (which they took to be in- 
telligent Creatures) pretended to go to God, as ſuitors go to the 
King by Colonels and Governors, ſtyleth that a miſerable excuſe. 
Then he addeth, Switors go to the King by Colonels and Governors, be- 
cauſe the King is a man, uncertain to whom he ſhall truſt the Government 
of the State. But to get the favour of God, to whom nothing is unknown, 
( for he knoweth what men deſerve ), there is noneed of any to help you 
with hi: good word, but only of a devout ſpirit. For whenſcever a man 
fo diſpoſed ſhall ſpeak to him, he will anſwer him. A notable Autho- 
Tity, not ſo much becauſe the Papsts themſelves have put it among 
eAmbroſes works, as for the ſoundneſs of the reaſoning ; which to 
any reaſonable perſon is moſt convincing, and confounding the practice 
of the Invocation of Saints. |

hi How different is that. Holy, Antiquity of the Church from the pre- 
ſent pratile of the Remar Church, which ereQeth Altars to Saints, 
arid over 'the Altats the Saints Images, and burn Tapers t6 their ho- 
nour :' And before the Altar there is kneeling, and Invocating of the 
Saint? As for the Temples bearing the names of Saints, they will ay 
that the Temple is built eſpecially to the Honour of God, and next of 
the Saint. * But by.changing the name of Chriſts Church of Canterbu- 
a to that of Saint Thomas ( 4s they tiad begun. to. do, a little before 
the Reformation ), they ſhewed that they had more devotion to The- 
mas Becket than to Jeſus Chriſt.

N. N. taiſeth againſt us, the Univerſal Church in our Age ? By the 
Church he meaneth the Roman, conceiving no other Church in the 
World but ſuch as worſhippeth the Pope. Whereas it is not the fourth 


part, of the Chriſtian Provinces. For the Greek,, the &Lrmenian, 
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the Perſian, the Indian, the Ethiopick; beſides a conſiderable part of 
Europe, which-hath ſhaken off the Popes __—_ ,and all the oppreſſed 
ſouls that groan under it. Theſe I ſay, do five or (ix times exceed 
the true Komaniſts in number, as much as the Romaniſts exceed them 
in pride: Such a pride, that with NV. N, and his Cronies, it is the 
higheſt Rebellion to believe and obey the word of God without the interpre- 
tation and leave of their Church ;, which craving ſuperiority over the 
Word of God, will allow of no Do&rine, and-no Interpretation of 
Scripturezbut ſuch as ſerveth to advance the Grandeur and the Wealth 
of their Temporal Monarchy. Now of all thoſe Dodtrines, none 
(next to that of Purgatory) worketh. more their greatneſs and lucre 
than that of the Invocation of Saints, whoſe merits have founded fo 
many Convents, and inrich'd ſo many Abbeys, .and of whoſe Saint- 
ſhip the Pope is the Creator. If in the Rowan Church none but God 
were worſhipped and prayed to, as it was in the Primitive Church, 
the Roman Regular Clergy would be a poor Clergy, and the Secular

We are ſummoned by AV. 1V. to find that praying to Saints-is for- 
bidden in Scripture. They cannot find ( ſaith he one Texe #n Scrip- 
tare, that ſaithin plain terms that prayer to Saints is unlawful, or that it 
"i a fondthing, Wecan find Texts that ſay ſo much in plain terms, 
though not perhaps in the = terms of his deviling.For this,js one of 
the quillets of his party, to frame terms. of our Dotrine for us, and 
then Challenge us to find them expreſly in Scripture. If I ſay after 
Matt, 4; Chriſt, Thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and bim only ſhalt thou 
To. ſerve ;, are not theſe plain terms to prove that prayer to Saints is un- 
fawful? And if I find God deriding thoſe that pray to others than 
him, and that pray even to the dead for the living, ſaying, Should nor 
Iſa, 8; 19. 4 people ſeck_ unto their God? for the living to the dead ? is it not ſaying 
in plain terms, That for-one to pray to another than his God, and to 
pray to the dead for the living, is a fond thing ? | 
All the prayers in the book of Moſes, and in the-Pſalwms, and in the 
Prophets, and in the New Teſtament, are addreſt unto God alone.

forum, For that round-dealing the Proteftants are much obliged to his 
cap. 9, Eminence, Let this be taken into ſerious conſideration; The Doarine, 
and the attaining of Salvation, was.in the Church ſo many thouſands 
of years without any Invocation of Saints ; how is it become the main 
part of RES theſe laſt Ages of the World ? If they made their 
addreffes to ſucceſsfully, without the help of Saints, may we not 
enjoy the like priviledg; now: eſpecially, that we have the oy d. 
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God manifeſted and given unto us in the Goſpel, for our Mediator be- 
tween God and men; whereas the Church before him had him but 
under a vail ? Certainly, neither under the Law, nor under the 
Goſpel, have we any Mediator appointed by God to preſent the 
Churchers prayers to him, but Chriſt alone, | 

Whereas then IV. N. tells us, Find me a Text of Scripture, ſaying, 
that prayer to Saints is unlawful : we fay to him, Find us a Text of 
Scripture where Prayer to Saints, and worſhip of Saints, be comman- 
ded, or allowed, or praQticed. 

We find Saint Fob worſhipping an Angel, but' we find him alſo 
rebuked for it by the Angel. See that thou do it not, for I am thy fel- Rey, rg, 
dow ſervant, and of thy brethren the Prophets, and of them that keep the 10. 
ſayings of this book: Wor ſhip God. 

Saint Fames bids us to ask in Faith, Asking in Faith, is praying Jam. r. 6, 
with aſſurance, that we pray according to the Will and Wor | 
of God : for Faith is by the Word of God. If then the Word of God Rom. 10. 
giveth no allowance to your praying to a Saint, How can you pray 77. 
to him in Faith ? Do you believe on that Saint? No doubt but N.N. 
will ay, No. Why then do you pray to him? It is the very Queſti- 
on of Saint Paul, How ſhall wg call on him in whom they have not be- Rom. 10. 
leved ? The Apoſtle (you ſee ) admits not that gradation, I call on *4: 
= Saint, that the Saint may call for me on him in whom I be-

To that wheeling about by a Saint to God, if you joy praying be- 
fore the Saints Image, and that in a Tongue which the-perſon that 
prayeth underftands not, and turning and _— beads withall; a 
wiſe Chriſtian cannot but perceive the Devils deſign, to puzzle the 
peoples Devotion, and bewilder their very ſenſes with out-lides, 
that amuze the eyes, and buzy the fingers, and imploy the memory 
about the number of Beads, and leave the ſoul empty. 

This you may ſee every day in their Churches and Oratories : A 

woman on her knees, ſaying her Pater Noſter before an Image of Saint 
Margaret, aSaint which hardly is in Heaven, for ſhe never lived on 
Earth. The obje& of the good Womans Devotion being that of her 
eyes, it is ten to one that ſhe calls Father the Image of that Female,no- 
Saint, and no where, The Saint and the Image underſtand her not, 
and ſhe underſtands not hex own elf, her prayer being in Latin. Up- 
on what bottom doth that poor ſoul fix the Anchor of her Faith in her 
prayer? All theſe prodigies of ablurdity and irreligion had been a- 
voided, if ſhe had been taught to call plainly upon God through Je- 
ſus Chriſt, m her Mothers Tongue. | 

But can the Patron-Saint of 7V. IV. hear his prayers better than 
Saint Margaret and her Image ? = tells us, that the Angels know 
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mens hearts, and why not the Saints ? I have ſhewed how the Angels 
may have joy in Heaven at the Converſion of finners, and make the 
Saints rejoyece with them, without. need of that impious ſuppoſition, 
that they. know mens hearts. The Papsſts have much contention 
among themſelves, about the manger how the Saints come ta know 
mens prayers mage unto. them.

N. N. hath found a way which eaſeth much the diſpatch -of 
Suits addreſſed to Saints; for he will have the Saints to know the 
hearts of me. Conogry to that moſt expreſs Declaration in So- 
lomons prayer in the Conſecration of the Temple, an occaſion. in 
which he: was eſpecially guided by God's Spirit, Thow, ever thou 1 Kings 2, 
only kyoweſs the hearts of the children of men, Hath God ceaſed 39. 
to be the only knower of hearts, fince praying to Saints is come 
in faſhion? Hath God given them the Key of the Locks of mens 
hearts? May the Saints with that Rey unlock a mans heatt at a- 
ny time, and read his mental prayers in his Cloſet, and in his Bed? 
What warrant have we from the Word of God, or what ground 
-tn- reaſon. that - God imparts: the gift of knowing mens hearts, 
(which is- his moſt proper and incommunicable attribute ) to thoke 
whom- it pleaſeth the Pope to Canonize ? It is ſuch a Note above 
Ela, fuch a monſtrous conceit, as can win no mans belief, that 
heth not enſlaved his conſcience, and his very common ſenſe to the 
Popes and- his Clergys worldly intereſt. To reconcile ſuch extra- 
vagancies with reaſon, they run into ſuch fiftions and wild ſuppo- 
fitions, as turn' Religion to a Chimera. and open a wide gap to A- 
thes/m, No better was to be expeRted of men inruding themſelves 
into things they have net ſeen, vainly puffed up with their fleſhly 6.1, ». 
wind, That way men came to Worſhip Angels, as we learn 
of Saint Paul; The ſame way alſo they. came to Worſhip- 
Saints. , 

Let. every Chriſtian that finds himſelf bound: by the firſt ar 
great Commandment, Thou ſhalt have no other Gods before me, beware 
of making religious addreſſes to others than God. Whoſoever 
prayeth to any other, and makes a Sacrifice of his heart to a Saint 
or an Angel,. makes another god to himſelf than God, and before 
his face, who is jealous of his glory. It is the worſt imprudence 
to provoke his jcalouſie, And thoſe ſhall feel it in this world, or 
in the next, that beſtow upon another the homage and honour due 
to God alone. | 

Say. not,. I worſhip the Saints with an inferior worſhip : So did 
the Idolatrous Fews worſhip the Baalim, who were the Saints of 
thoſe days, men D-ified ( as bad as Canonized ) after their death. 
And they worſhipped the Lord too. But the Lord ſcorned then, 
and ſo doth-now, to have any partner in the Devotions of his 


Creatures... He wilt have alt-theix worſhip, all to himſelf _ 
IJ 
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No doubt but that Saint Fohr intended not the higheſt worſhip to 
the Angel when he fell down before him, Yet the Angel rebuked 
him for it, and bad him Worſhip God. 

When all is ſaid in all conſultations, every wiſe man will take 
that courſe which is without exception: Such is the addreſs unto 
God by the Mediation of his Son. The contending-parties agree 
upon that. Let us ſtand to that, and dT it ſincerely and care- 
fully, we ſhall never be confounded. 

And whereas it is the Devils perpetual deſign to diminiſh the 
Service and Glory of God, every wiſe Chriſtian will avoid thoſe 
new Channels cut for mens Devotion, the ſervices to .the ſeveral 
Saints, ſeeing how thereby the Service and Glory due to God 
is ſhared between God. and the Creature; and that the Crea- 
_ hath got. the greater ſhare in all places where Popery reign- 
etn. . 
NN. alledgeth out of Saint Ambroſe,that miracles were wrought 
by the Relicks of Geroaſe and Protaſe Martyrs. But Ambroſe 
faith not that they were worſhipped and prayed to. The miracles 
were done at, not by the Relicks, but by God who would grace 
the memory of thoſe that had ſuffered for his truth, He, not 
the Saints, not their Relicks, muſt be glorified for that mer- 
CY. 

He acknowledgeth that the Proteſtants follow the authority of 
the Univerſal Church in many things, and why not in-the Invo- 
cation of Saints? taking- it for granted, That the Invocation of 


' Saints. bath the warrant of the anthority of the ancient Univerſal 


Church, which we deny : And I have ſhewed that the Univerſal 
Church in her primitive purity was againſt it. For the Church 
of Rome to bear her ſelf now for Univerſal, it is a ſenſeleſs pride, ſhe 


-being none of the greateſt limbs of 'it, and the impureft of all. But 


though ſhe were what ſhe ſtyleth her ſelf, Univerſal; In points of 
Religion, it is not the multitude of the profeſſors, but the truth 
of the Do&rine, that muſt have the .caſting-voice, Thox ſhalt not 
follow the multitude to do evil. 

I will not forgive to N. N. his excurſions out of his ſubjeR. 


'He falls foul upon poor Fobn: ((alvin, whom he ſets forth as ſtsg- 


matized for a Villam. Thoſe that have more intereſt in him than 
we, have ſufficiently confuted that ſlander againſt his morals. And 
as for his DoQrinals , the Jeſuit 'Sawttiu hath been his Champi- 
on, for he hath faithfully tranſlated his Comment upon 1/aiah, out 
of that of (Alvin. 

But N. N, flandereth us with ſaying that the truth which we 


maintain, was unknown to the world till it. was diſcovered by Cal- 
Us © 
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vin : Whereas the Church of England had Martyrs for the truth 
' which we profeſs, in Henry the VIII his time, ten years before the 
name of Calvin was known in England : yea, two hundred years 
before. Neither was our Church reformed upon Calvins form. 

Nay, he was much poſteriour to the Reformation in France. 
Of which, they that have fought the beginning, are come ſhort 
of it, if they have taken no notice that thoſe which em- 
braced that Profeſſion in the large Provinces, between the Pyrenees 
and the &Mlps, as ſoon as they heard it countenanced in Germa- 
ny, were the poſterity of the eLlbigenſes, of whom Saint Domi- 
wick and his Zealots had butchered twelve hundred thouſand, three 
hundred years before, for the ſame Holy Truth. A Truth, which 
being ſuppreſt by the ſword, had left ſuch roots in the poſterity, 
that it filled the land with its ſprigs as ſoon as it met with en- 
couragement, ; 

The eMlbigenſes were called, in contempt by their enemies, Pau- 
peris de Lugduno, the poor men of Lyons, or the Leoniſts, though they 
were a powerful party, maintained by Raymond Count of Toxlouſe, 
a potent Prince, and even by the King of e-Lrragon. Let the ene- 
mies of their memory take this account of them from that ſworn 
enemy Rainerixs, their cruel Inquiſitor, who made bonefires of &Raizerius 
them; who yet had been one of them, and therefore had an ex- contra Yat- - 
perimental knowledg of the men and their communication. The 4enſes, 
Leoniſts ( ſaith he ) are the moſt, pernicious Sett of all Setts, that are ©P+ 4 
or ever bave been, and that for three cauſes : The firſt, becauſe 
they are of the longeſt (tanding ; for ſome ſay that they have conti- 
nued ever ſince Pope Sylveſter ; Others ſay, from the time of the 
e Apoſtles. The: ſecond, becauſe it is more general than any Sett, for 
there is no land in which they are not. The third cauſe is, that 
' whereas all other Setts, by the Jorridueſs of their blaſphemies againſs. 
God, ſtrike horror into thoſe that hear them, The Seth of the Leo- , 
niſts hath the face of piety, in that they lead a righteous life, and | Y 
believe all things well of God: Only they. blaſpheme the Church of 4 
Rome. | 

eAntenins Sonenſis, cited by Gretſerus in his Prolegomena to the 
Bibliotheca 'Patrwn, ſaith, That this Rainerixs lived A. D.. 1254, a 
man of great —_— and formerly a Biſhop among the Here- 
ticks; but afterwards he le t them, and became a ſevere Inquiſitor 
in* Lombardy. If then above 400 years ago they were of great 
Antiquity, their Do&rine ought not to be taxed of Novelty in our 
days, now their Doctrine is ours, in the main points, as we may 
juflife by their Confeſſions, which we have. Sigonias finds them in 
Milan, Anno 1056, under the name of Patavins. Gy ve 
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Found them in Feruſalem, in the Apoſtles time, under the name of 
Chriſtians, : 

This will ſeem a ſtrange Narrative to 1. N. who in his Seminary 
was bred in that ignorant belief, that rhe whole Chu: ch of God, and the 
whole Chriſtian world, for ſixteen bundred years, held immutably the ſame 
tenets as the Roman Church' holdeth now. Let him learn of his Bi- 
ſhop Fiſber, that many DoQrines, now of principal importance in 
the Roman Church, are of no very old date, Of Purgatory ( faith 
he ) in the arcient Fathers there 1s no mention at alt, or very rare. 
The Latins did not at once, but by little and little receive it, The 
Grecians believe it n0t to this day.” eAnd Purgatory being ſo long 
unknown, it is not to be marvellcd, that in the firſt times of the 
Church there 'was no uſe of Indulgences , for they had their beginning 
after that men had a while been ſcarred with the torments of Purga- 
rory. For our part we joyn with the Roman Church in all the 
primitive DoArine z And diſſent in nothing from them, but where 
we muſt need ſay, 17 the beginning it was not ſo. 

N.N, is very bitter againſt our Reformers, and brands 'them 
with Yillany and Rebellion againſt their Superiors and lawful Pa- 
ſtors, I will not counterſcold his ſcolding, but paſs by theſe Ro- 
-miſh civilities which he learned in the Seminary. 1 will but tell 
him, that before he indite us of Rebellion for ſhaking off the Popes 
heavy yoke from our neck, he muſt prove that the Pope is our 
lawful Paſtor and Superior : And when he hath proved that, he muſt 
proceed to prove that Chriſt by ſaying to'Saint Peter, ' feed my 
ſheep, gave power to the Pope. to tread upon the riecks of Kings, 
and exerciſe over their ſacred perſons, their revenues, and the bb. 
and conſciences of their Subjefts, that horrible Tyranny under which 
poor England hath groaned ſo many ages. Bleſſed God who 5 
hath given to the Kings and Kingdom of England that wiſdom 


and courage to come out of ſpiritual and ſecular bondage, and 


enjoy the benefit of Chriſts promiſe, Tow. ſball know the truth, a

But I will not part with NV.V. till I have payed him his fees' 
for calling our Doors cheaters, and our Religion a cheat. Where. 
as it will be found upon ſober conſideration, that he and his mates 
have been our Godfathers, by giving us ir own names. And 
that ſmce the world was created, never was .fuch a myſtery of 
pnavags as the Papal Monarchy, and the Romiſh Religion. Look 
over the whole body, and all the parts of Chriſtian Religion, and 
ſee whether any parcel of it was by them left ſound, that

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" It goeth well with the points of the Trinity, and of the tws 
Natures in the Perſon of Chriſt, that there is nothing to be got 
by all the Pro's and Con's of thoſe Controverſies which have di- 
trated the ancient Church ſo many hundreds of years. Pope 
7ulixs got once much credit to his perſon and See, by ſtanding 
firm for Saint eAthanaſixs, and the Nicene Creed. But it is now 
above goo years ſince the Roman See hath turned them out of 
doors. Let Proteſtants confute Arians and Pelagians if they will ; 
The Roman Dottors look upon thoſe debates unconcernedly, Some- 
thing they have ſaid of them in their Common places; but in t 
emergent ContradiRions,they are filent.. Why ? they are #sr Tp65 
#a;/la, They bring uo griſt to their Mill. 

They are not ſo demure in the points of Juſtification, and the _ 

vertue of Chriſts merit. We learn of Saint Pax, that being ju- Rom, x. r. 
ftified by Faith, we have peace with God through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord, That power of Faith is the great comfort of the Chriſti- 
an, but the great diſcomfort of the Rowan Merchants, of the re- 
miſſion of ſins; for if by Faith we be juſtified, and have peace with 
God, we need-not go to the Jubilee, nor give money for human . 
ſatisfations to buy that peace. That Text doth fo gravel the Fe- 
ſuit Cornelius a Lapide, that he makes upon it this gloſs, which £apide 
contradifteth the Text. This peace ( faith he) is the tranquility, ©" in 
ſerenity and confidence of a righteous and good conſcience, not ont 0 prworhnet 
4 certainty of divine Faith, by which a man moſt certainly beligueth *""* 
that his ſins are remitted, as the Novelliſts (meaning the Proteſtants ) 
will have #t;, but out of conjettures and ſigns, which breed a kind of 
moral certainty, We ſay not that there is no Faith, when there is 
not in a man a moſt certain confidence of the remiſſhon of his ſins. 
But every Chriſtian ought to have a moſt certain confidence, that 
there is no way for him to have remiſſion of fins, and peace with 
God, but through Chriſt. Such a Divine Confidence doth not 
pleaſe this Feſwit. He alloweth not to his Diſciples a Divine Faith, 
grounded upon the Love of God, :;and the Merit of Chriſt, but 
kind of moral certainty upon ſigns and conjettures. Is it not plain, 
that his end is to ſend men unſatisfied from Chriſt, of whom, by 
their private Faith, they may get a comfort but of a kind of mo- 
ral certainty; and to make them go to the Pope, who hath the 
plenitude of the Merits both of Chriſt, and of the Saints and 
Monks, in his diſpoſition 3 and to the Shops of Indulgences, where 
every man may get Paradice for his money ? 

To the ſame purpoſe is the Do&rine, that Chriſt by his Death 
and Merit hath taken away the guilt of ſin, but not the puniſh- 
ment: That God hath forgiven ſinners the ſin, but they _ 

| D ſuffer 
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ſuffer for it,. unle(s they compound for it with the'Church. Rare 
nonſenſe ! yet ſuch 2s perſwadeth men, cunning enough for the 
World, but frighted out of their wits by the pangs of an evil 
Conſcience, to part with real money and land to avoid the imagi- 
nary fire of Purgatory ; running at the ſame time into the real tor- 
ments of hell by their wicked life. : 

But becauſe now a-days fewer will be cheated out of their Land 
than in old time; and perſons of quality are often ſhort of money, 
the Pardon-mongers will compound with ſuch Cuſtomers at ealy 
rates, rather than loſe their Cuſtom. The Engliſh, and Iriſh eſpe- 
cially, are courted with large Pardons, and ealy Penances, to buy. 
their firm adherence to the Holy See. 

Whereas, if we look up to the dark Apes of our Fore-fathers, 
in which the Church grew rich, you will wonder what incredi- 
ble wealth was got by that groſs cheat of Purgatory. How dull 
ſmners, terrified with their crimes, founded ſo many rich Mona- 
ſeries, and gave ſo much Land to the Abbeys to pray for their 
Souls, that the Clergy is become formidable to Princes by their 
wealth and power; and by that numerous and rich Clergy, who 
all acknowledg the Pope for their head, the Pope hath a mighty 
party in all States, kept at the charges of the Princes and people 
whom they tyrannize over. A party ready to aflift him at all 
— of need, fo that he needs not to pay Armies or Gari- 
ons. 

In all Countries, where Popery hath the upper-hand, doth not 
the Pope cheat the Soveraigns of great part of their Native Subjefts, 
who being entred into the Clergy, claim exemption from the Se- 
cular powers, depend on the Popes Courts, and pay him Annates 
and Tributes? 

The greateſt cheat of all, and which hath raiſed the greateſt 
ſtorms in Exrope, is the abuſe of the power of the Keys. Not fo 
much by teaching thoſe Keys to open Cheſts ( which they have 
done to fome purpoſe, as by juſtling with thoſe Keys againſt the 
Imperial Swords. With thoſe Keys the Popes have knocked down 
the Crown of the Kings of Jealy of the Race of Charlemagne. 


With thoſe Keys they have ſo battered the Emperors Crown, that 


they made him looſe his large. Territories in 7taly; and fo broke 
to pieces his German Crown, that there is ſcarce one left which- 
he may call abſolutely his own. And yet (O the cheating witch- 
craft of the Roman See ) no Prince hath more Devotion to it than 
the Emperor, who is a main prop of the Empire of the deſtroyer 

of his! | 
Ot the horrible Cheats and Tyranny of the Popes in England; 
whereby 
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whereby they have unking'd our Kings, and fetched many times 
more money out of England than they left in it, two Monks, Mat- 
thew Paris, and Matthew of Weſtminſter, have left a large account 7 
to the World, | 
The Popes Reyenue at home, being about two Millions yearly ; 
it were eaſy, but too long, to prove by the Hiſtories now extant, 
that he got his principalities by fraud and oppreſſion. His Reve- 
nue out of the Clergy depends much upon that his Clergy gets. 
The Pope furniſheth them with the Nets of Indulgences to catch the 
prey, and thoſe, are various, and often change garb; for as the 
peoples Devotion to old Saints is cooling, he reneweth Indulgences 
for new ones; for which, he never wanteth the Warrant of Re- 
velations, Miracles, and Viſions of Holy Votaries. Great ſums 
are got by thoſe new Indulgences. At the publiſhing of one of 
them, the Cordeliers of Orleans caught four thouſand Crowns at 
one draught. 
They have bowed Gods Commandments to their own profit and 
conveniency. Finding it lefs gainful for their Trade, to make the 
people to worſhip God alone, than to make them worſhip others 
with him ; becauſe the people love variety, and multitude of * 
Saints | _ occaſion for multitude of Indulgences, they have 
fitted the publick Devotions to the peoples humour, and their own 
in, 
For their own gain, they have left out the ſecond precept againſt 
Images out of their Catechiſm: Finding that men ( ſuch is their 
weakneſs) love to ſee what they worſhip, and are apt to fay, 
HMakg us Gods that may go before us: they have humoured them, Exod. 32, 
and amuſed their eyes with Images, Relicks, Beads, Agnu Det's, 2» 
and multitude of holy Trinkets. They have ſtrengthened the ado- 
ration of Images, with. miracles and Indulgences. What treaſures 
they have got by the Images of greater credit, is paſt reckoning. 
Some Kingdoms yield a lets revenue to their King than the Image 
w_ Lauretta brings to the Monks, and to the Pope at the fecond- 
d. 

| Now, becauſe the people would be ſaved, but are loath to leave 
their fins to get Paradice,.and to tadden their jollity with Devo- 
tion and Aufterity, ſeveral Orders of Fryers, which multiply dai- 
ly, have taken upon themſelves ro be Holy, Strift, Dzvout. and 
Auftere fox the Gallants, who cannot in thankfulnefs but give them 
good Fees for it, whereby Mendicant Fryars are become rich So- 
cieries. \ 

Their great Harveſt is, when a great Noble-man, or a rich Wi- 
dow lye on their death-bed, Then the hatred of the Regular Cler- 
| D 2 | gy 
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gy againſt the Secular, and the envy of the ſeveral Orders of Fry. 
ars among themſelves, and the cheating and griping of them al, 
3s moſt odiouſly evident. The Pariſh-Prieſt, as the Paſtor, will 
have the governing of his Pariſhioners conſcience. But while he 
is about it, Fryars of ſeveral Orders, all richly gifted with impu- 
dence, will croud in, and thruſt out both him and one another 
with violence. Some have fifigular indulgences for departing ſouls. 
Others have yet a more compendious way to Heaven. All provi- 
ded with ſome toys of Relicks for the Patient to kiſs, If one 
have a piece of the wood of the Virgin Mary's Cradle, another 
will bring forth a rag dipt in Saint Francs his blood, when he re- 
ceived the ſtigmats; another a great Tooth of Saint Apollonia, 
And in ſtead of- preparing the dying Patient to a better world, 
they will thwart one another with high and foul words, and the 
ſick party in that extremity is torn by Vultures, miſerable 
comforters. The way of Salvation offered to him by each Or- 
der, is to endow their Convent bountifully, that his Soul may be 
prayed for. But the Feſuits commonly will out-wit them all, ap- 
plying themſelves to great perſons before they be lick,ſticking to them, 
and keeping out all others in their laſt ſickneſs; whereby they 
have hooked in great inheritances, to the excluſion of the right 
heirs. = 
Then the Obits or Services for the dead yield to them, and to 
the Pariſh Prieſt, a-confiderable revenue. He that dying leaveth 
nothing to the Church, is cryed down by them as damned. The 
Hiſtory is known of the Prevoſts of Orleans Wife ; at whofe death, 
her Husband allowed no Legacy to the Church, which was fo ill 
reſented by the Cordehiers, that they appointed one of their Con- 
vent to creep between the Cieling and the Roof of their Church, 
and there to buſtle, and skreek, and howl. At which all the City 
being frighted, as if the Church were haunted by the Devil , and 
flocking to the place, the Spirit was conjured, by an Exorciſt, to 
ipeak what he was, and what he would have. Then the Spirit 
ſpake, She was the ſoul of the Prevoſts wife, for whoſe health no- * 
thing was given to the Church, and that for want of the prayers of 
the Church ſhe was in horrible Torment, But the do a ftour 
man, got the matter fo well ſearched, that the Impoſture was found 
out, and the Impoſtors whipt and ſtigmatized, without reſpect to 
their Cowles, and the indempnities of their Order. The like 
Impoſture was acted, and diſcovered at Bears, by the Dominicans, 
An. 1507, and that diſcovery made way for the Reformation, 
which followed. ſoon after in that Canton. But. they have lcar- 
ned ſince to. cheat more cautioully. 
As 
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As the Clergy thriveth by the ſimpleneſs of the people, ſo the 
Pope thriveth by the cheats of the Clergy, and by their errors in 
it, He uſfeth thole Religious Houſes as Sponges to drink what 
juice they can from the people, that afterwards he may wring them 
our. 

The multiplication of Holy days, is one of the great cheats 
of the Papal Clergy to increate their wealth. For upon thoſe days 
the Shops of the Laity are ſhut up, and thoſe of the Clergy open ; 
and in all thoſe days Pardons may be had in ſome Church or 
Convent. But thele Arts do not ſpeed alike in all places. They 
have not been lucky to the King of Spains Dominions in the Low- 
Countries. For it is obſerved that his Cities that joyn upon the 
United Provinces, are thin of inhabitants, becauſe the Holy-dzys, up- 
on which Shop-keepers muſt not fell, and handicrafts-men muſt not 
work, being now well-nigh as many as the worky-days; thoſe men 
that live by their daily Labour and Trading, were eaſily perſwa- 
ded to remove to the Neighbouring-Towns, where they may Trade 
and work all the days ot the week but Sundays; and withal, be 
freed of the pinching of Fryers and Prieſts upon the living and the 
dead; for they have infinite tricks to hook in the money of the 
Laity. A place that hath multitude of that Clergy, ſhall never 

row rich. In our memory, Charles Gonzaga, Duke of Nevers, 
Puite a City, which by his Name he called Charleville, in a little 
Soveraignty of his, near the Frontiers of Lorrain. His firſt buil- 
dings in it were a Houſe for the Feſwits, and a Convent of Ca- 
pucins: This made ſome judicious men to foretel, that the Town 
was no more like to grow rich, than a Fiſh-pond to be well ſtored 
with Fiſh, when Pykes are put into it before the Carps. And the 
Prognoſtication hath proved true, 

Where the Clergy is rich, the Pope gets great booties by viſit- 
ing them. Pixs the V. under pretence of viſiting and reforming 
the Clergy, drew fourteen Millions from the Clergy of Spain z 
for which, he was complained of to the Council of that King- 
dom, 


Of later date, the King of Spain himſelf publiſh'd a Book of 2temoriat 
Expoſtulations againſt the Court of Rome, for their cruel exaQtions de .14- 
upon the Spaniſh Clergy. He repretenteth that the Pope impoled geſt. Cx- 
Penſions upon Benefices, even thoſe that had cure of fouls, in fa- #964. - 


vour of ftrangers, in an exceſſive proportion, even to the third part 
of the fult value. That the Fees of his Court were fo great, that 
they were a ſufficient puniſhment for a grievous crime. That a 
rich Clergy-man could no ſooner fall ſick, but the Popes Colleors 
were gaping about him for his goods, and ſet gbard: _ = 

i utes. 
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* houſe, becauſe the Pope did challenge and uſurp for himſelf, ar the 
death of Clergy-men, all their eſtates that were raiſed out of the 
revenues of the Church, That by this means, Biſhops had not 
left, before they were dead, a Candleſtick, or a Cup to drink 
in: yea, that they have been diſſerted upon their death-beds, 
and famiſhed for want of meat to eat. So they deſerved 
to be uſed, that had bound themſelves ſlaves to ſuch, an ill Ma» 
ſter.

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That the Ele&Qion of Popes may be ſuitable to their behaviour ;- 
there is not one Pope in twenty that comes not in by Cheat and 
Simony, and ſcarce one Cardinal that ſells not his voice. Of thar, 
the Hiſtories are full, and the ordinary practice juſtifieth it. 
Thele foul praQtices, making ( by their own Laws) the Ele&ion 
void; An Exa&t and Learned pen of a Roman Catholick, hath pro- 
ved by clear evidences, that none of the Biſhops or Popes, who 
uſurped that See fince Gregory the XIII, was a lawful Biſhop. 
The Treatiſe written upon this Subje& in Latin, was addreſt to 
the Emperor, and all the Kings and Princes of the Chriſtian world, 
and preſented to the moſt Excellent King Fames, who cauſed it to 
be printed.

To all books but yours, you make them blind, 
To all diſcourſes but yours you make them deaf, Is ir not becauſe 
you fear that the light of Gods word ſhould open their eyes, and 
I:t them fee the unſoundnets of your wares ? 

\W-ll, when you have brought them to ſubjeftion, what food 
do you give to their ſouls? Not the holy Scripture, a dangerous, 
a forbidden book, becaule it hath made many Hereticks, or at leaſt 
hath alienated many from your Church : And (as he telleth you, that 
was lately one of yours ) you permit them not to know more than 
their beads, or ſome ſmail prayer-book,, with the Letanies of the con- 
ception, or Saint Foſephs Sarata Tereſa, &c. and a liſt of great In- 
dr!nences for very ſmall Devotions. You admit them to the fra- 
ternity of the Rolary, and perhaps of other Societies, whereby 
they get a ſhare in all their mcrits, though they will have no 
ſhare in their Auſterities : but they muſt pay for it; for that part- 
nerſhip in the merits of holy Votaries, is only manus porrigentibus 
adjutrices, for thoſe that help the Catholick party with money, 
either to ſend to Convents beyond the Sea, or to maintain Prieſts 
and Fryars at home, or to keep in a common ſtock for emergent 
occaſions, of ſetting up. the Pope in Enzland again, though by the 
ruin of King and Kingdom. 

You give to your Dilciples falſe notions of our Religion : That it 
began by Luther, and never was heard of before. That all the Primi- 
tive Church, and the whole Chriſtian world in our days, are a- 

ainſtit, That we are all for faith,and reje& good works, That we 

eſpiſe the Fathers of the Church, hate Saints, and revile the Virgin 
Mary. | | 

For points. of Do&rine. you require no more of your Diſciples, 
but to believe what the Church believeth, never inquiring what 
the Church believeth; and to repoſe themſelves abſolutely upon their 
Paſtors faith, who muſt believe for them what they ſMould believe, 
By that way a man is a believer in the gredt, but an unbeliever in 
retail; and blindneſs and ignorance is pretended to be a Chriſtian 
profeſſion. 

Hear the example recommended by that great pillar of Popery, 
Gregorius de Valentia, for all Chriſtians to follow. He highly prai- 
ſeth a Merchant of Placentia, reaſonins in this manner : I am re- 
ſolved to embrace, rather the Papal than the Lutheran Religion ;, 
eſpecially, becauſe in the Papal I may learn the truth with little a- 
ao, what the Pope affirmeth, I will affirm ;, what the Pope denyeth, I 
will deny, if he will ſay more, I will aſſent to more, Whereas, if 
will turn Lutheran, I muſt learn a Catechiſm, and ſearch the Scriz- 

ture, 
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ture, which Tcaunot do;, when I ſhould rather look, to my Italian Ships, 
and takg care to get forreign wares. And he addeth again, That Pag. 297, 
God in bis terrible judgment ſhall have nothing at all to ſay againſt 
that man. |

finition of faith 1s better made by ignorance than 4 knowledg. Fuſtifica- 

Ignorance is the ſtrong and main Bulwark of the Rowan Re- ve, cap. 7. 
ligion,. which therefore is defended with the utmoſt care and ob- 
ſtinacy.. For if all that bear the name of Chriſtians, did but know 
and believe, That God will be alone worſhipped and prayed to;, that 
the blood of (briſt doth cleanſe us from all ſin; that there is no ſal- 
vation in any other, and none other name under Heaven given among 
men, whereby we muſt be ſaved : down would fall the lucrative In- 
vocation of Saints, the foul Merchandize of Indulgences, and the 
treaſure of human ſatisfations. The fire of Purgatory would go 
out: No more Pilgrimage and Jubilees; for who would trayel a 
thouſand miles to fetch the remiſſion of ſins, if he may find it at 
- home in Gods word, and obtain it by a lively faith, upon an 
humble repentance, and a ſerious Converſion ? Then alfo Capucins 
would give over whipping themſelves for the fins of others; and 
their — would leave buying. that which the ſclters cannot 
deliver. Then alſo Chriſtians, finding no help in the Invocation of 
Saints, much leſs would ſeek it in theſervice of their Images, but 
would caſt away their Images to the Moles and to the Bats. But 114. 2.20:; 
then, what would be left to feed the pride of the Pope, and the 
belly of the Monks ? 

Theſe being fed by the ignorance of the people, and the cheat- 
ing of the Clergy, it belongs to your Trade, Sir, diligently to cheat 
your Diſciples to «gorance, Saint Ignorance, precious Ignorance, 

our bountiful Nurſe. And you do it with your moft earneft en- 
eavour, keeping out very far from your Diſciples thoſe truths which

What more? this 
is the point which the formidable faculty of the Lovain Divines, 


' aſſerted 'by an expreſs Declaration ſent abroad to ſhew their zeal 


and folly. 

Certainly, this is the only point of which his Holinefs is ſenſible. 
Two Popes have made this good, having offered to Queen Eliza- 
beth to confirm the Reformation of England, and our book of pub- 
lick ſervice, if her Majeſty would but have taken it from them, 
and acknowledged the Popes power. And this is the point 
for which ſo many Emiſſaries are ſent from Rome into England, 
N.N. one of them, who cannot in conſcience deny that this was 
the chief point of his inſtructions from his Superiors, to labour 
moſt earneſtly to reduce the Engliſh to the Obedience of the See 
of Rome. 

I ſummon him to Obedience to a greater Superior, and Exhort 
him, both by the Compaſſions of God, which I heartily wiſh to 
him, and by the terror of his Judgments to obdurate ſinners in 
their willful blindneſs; That he weigh with impartiality the truths 


contained in this diſcourſe, the untruths which he is employed to 


maintain, and the foul dealings of his pary, which likely he knew 
not before. Let him open his eyes, and behold, How from the 
ſole of the foot, even unto the head, there is no ſoundneſs in it, but 


. wounds, and bruiſes, and putrifying ſores. Under the name of 


the Church of Chriſt, the Synagogue of Satan, and the pride of 
Babylon, maintained by all the wicked arts of griping, and Impo- 
ſture of her Agents, and by the ſtupidity and ignorance of the 
World, now ſo tamed to be cheated, that they take them for their 
enemies that lay open the truth of God before them, that they 
may not run blindfolded into perdition, Chriſt who hath purcha« 
ſed a Church to himſelf by his blood, preſerve the oppreſſed re- 


mains of Chriſtianity, which we ſtill acknowledg among the gene- |
